The London mail of the 25th of December arrived here on 
the 11th inst., confirming the intelligence that the Hon. Mr. 
Bruce has been appointed ambassador at Pekin, and Mr. 
Horace Rumbold Els am. It also brought intelligence 
of various important changes in the consular service. Mr. 
Alcock, the present consul at Canton, is, we understand, to be 
consul-general at Japan, and to be stationed at Yedo; Mr. 
G. 8. Morrison is to be consul at Nagasaki; Mr. Robertson, 
the consul at Shanghai, is to get the Canton consulship ; 
Mr. Harry Parkes, now dne of the Canton commissioners, 
is tobe consul at Shanghai, a very important post, where 
his well-known ability and zeal will have scope; Mr. M. C., : 
Morrison, consul at Fuhchau ; Mr. Medhurst, consul at Tang- 
chow: Mr. Sinclair, consul at Chin-keong-fu; Mr. Harvey, 
consul at Ningpo ; Mr. Gingell, consul at oy; Mr. George 
Cainé, consul at Swatow. Mr. Thomas Taylor Meadows is 
to take charge of the consulship at Neiuchwong, the port to 
be opened in Manchuria, and a post the importance of which 
seems so disproportioned to his ability and knowledge of 
China, that we are glad to hear he has been appointed to it at 
his own desire.

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THE LATE MARQUIS OF WATERFORD. 
(From the Clonmel Chronicle. ) 

FurTHER Particutars.—We proceed to detail the 
melancholy circumstances which preceded the event 
that has occurred, and which we have gleaned from 
those who witnessed his lordship’s departure. The 
Marquis’s fox-hounds were to meet at Castiemorris, iu 
the county af Kilkenny, and within a few miles of Car- 
rick-on-Suir, and two of his lordship’s best hunters, 
with the hounds, were sent on as usual at an early hour 
from Curraghmore to the place of meeting. At about 
eleven o’clock, Lord Waterford having breakfasted, 
mounted a carriage and pair, and, with reins in hand, 
dashed out of the court-yard in his accustomed splendid 
style, through the éad benuties of Curraghmore, for 
about a mile and a half, on his last hunting tour. A 
successful season the Marquis was anxious to close 
with another brilliant run, and the weather favoured 
his desire. At Castlemorris a numerous field, number- 
ing a great many of the well-known resident admirers of 
the sport, awaited the noble lord’s arrival, to welcome 
him again to his favourite enjoyment. “Two foxes had 
been killed, and on a third run Lord Waterford and about 
fifteen gentlemen who remained to the close, started from 
Corbally towards Dowlan-hillj his lordship seated on his 
favourite hunter, May Boy, which he purchased about a 
year ago from the Master of the Meath Hounds. On 
coming to a narrow by-road near the mountain grove, 
and after passing through a grass field, the huntsman in 
advance, J. Ryan, called out to Lord Waterford, who 
was approaching a small fence about three feet high, and 
then pulled up the hunter, in order to allow the animal 
to step over it. “ My lord,” said Ryan, “ there is a bit 
of a gripe at the other side’”—the road side of the ditch— 
“Oh, never mind,” said the Marquis, as his horse got 
his fore feet over easily, but at the outer side of the gripe 
some loose stones caused the animal to fall forward on 
his knees, throwing the Marquis over on the side of its 
neck. He remained in that position two or three mo- 
ments, but the horse not recovering itself, Lord Water- 
ford fell out of the saddle sideways, and came down upon 
his head on the road, a very slight fall, but yet unhappily 
sufficient to cause dislocation of the neck, and mm 
concussion of the brain, causing immediate death. Ryan the 
steeple-chase rider, and G. Thompson, groom, who saw 
his lordship fall, dismounted; and when the former held 
the dying nobleman’s head on his breast, and the latter 
chafed his hands, the Marquis ceased to breathe. Capt. 
Jephson and Dr. O’Ryan were instantaneously on the 
spot, with the huntsman, and brandy was poured into 
his mouth and externally applied, but animation re- 
turned not—he was dead. ‘The remainder of the field 
returned in twenty minutes—after the death of the 
third fox—to learn with dismay the sad accident which 
had taken place. The body having been placed on a 
bier, was conveyed to the road, as no car could get up 
the lane, and there it was laid on a break carriage be- 
longing to Lord Besborough, and slowly the mournful 
group wended. their way to Curraghmore, where it 
arrived about nine o'clock last night. The fearfully 
sad intelligence was broken to the bereaved mar- 
chioness, who awaited his lordship’s returning ; 
but who can describe her ladyship’s feelings as she 
listened to the suppressed grief, and the stranged stifled 
sound in the court yard below on that painful occa- 
sion, while bearing the remains of a deeply beloved hus- 
band into his late joyous residence. At half-past eleven 
the noble, the amiable, and the beloved Lady Waterford 
with deep emotion entered the chamber of death, where 
for some time, with Christian fortitude, she wished, and 
was allowed to remain alone. Last night the Mar- 
chioness of W aterford’s mother, Lady Stuart de Rothsay, 
the heir to the title and estates, the Rev. Lord John 
Beresford, now fourth Marquis of Waterford, and the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Shrewsbury, were telegraphed 
for, and their arrival was hourly expected when we left 
Curraghmore. It is supposed that the mortal remains 
of the deceased lord will be interred in the family vault 
at Clonegam ehurchyard, on the estate, on Monday or
